To know whether they are useful, it 
will be w ell to study and see what they 
are good for. Well then they are_ good 
for morals if properly persevered in—ot 
that there can be no dispute—not that 
Temperate societies alone render men 
moral, but temperance is itself a high and 
leading moral virtue and shuts out all the 
thousand evils of drunkenness that is the 
chief .source of all wickedness and calam¬ 
ity—Temperance society doctrines are 
good for the Jiealth, if you live up to them 
—they are good for the purse. The love 
of money and the love of ardent spirit, 
the two most depraved appetites in man 
are often in collision with each oilier— 
the first is generally necessary to pro¬ 
cure the last, and it seems that in a great 
majority of cases brutality triumphs over 
avarice,andthe last,loved shilling isgiven 
to drown the senses and to degrade the 
man. 

Temperance Society doctrines are 
good for the intellect—they keep it un¬ 
clouded and calm and cau.se if to operate 
with its own natural force— stiihulants 
often give it an artificial action that may 
burst out in a brilliant blaze, but to pre¬ 
serve the splendor the slTmulous must be 
kept up, and That impairs. It is better 
to move in a calmer, safer sphere, than 
to be distinguished by a light that leads 
to countless ills. 

Temperance societies promote social 
harmony and intercourse—not as a band 
of topers, high fellows, neck or nothings 
stick together, never purl merry makers 
—hut the mind and the feelings being 
c.alm and free from all artificial influence 
it is left to indulge its native propensity 
to social life, and in this serene stale the 
kindly joys of intercourse fasten and 
grow upon the feelings—time spent in 
society where all intoxicating drinks art 
exiielled, is occupied in something useful 
or pleasing—the recollection o* it, in a 
private hour, is sweet, without regret, and 
invites to repetition—and intercourse 
kept up without artificial or stimulatiog 
inducements that operate upon the carnal 
mind, rests upon a more permanent bas¬ 
is and is more easily promoted 

.A thousand other consi lerations 
branching off from these would shew the 
util'ty of tempiTaiice Societies But re¬ 
member, if you join the temperance so 
ciety to stick honestly to its doctrine, day 
and night—no s.alking sober all day, 
with agitated nerves, in the fare of the 
world, and as soon as the window shut¬ 
ters are closed, stirring the cup and going 
to bed lui How, because no body sees you 
—be true to your doctrine and you will 
never rue it'

.sion to their land was solemnly guaran¬ 
teed by the United States and by irenries 
with them, until that title should, with 
their own consent, be extinguished, and 
tliat the laws passed by Congress had 
regulated the trade and intercourse with 
them accordingly. He now reviewed 
the laws of Georeia in question, and pro¬ 
nounced them to be repugnant to Hie 
Constitution, treaties, and laws of the U. 
States. And he coneluded by maintain¬ 
ing that the party defendant in the pres¬ 
ent.indictment was entitled to the prolec- 
f ion of the Constitution, treaties, and laws 
of the United States: and that Geoigia 
had no authority to extend her laws over 
the Cherokee country, or to punish the 
defendant for disobedience to those laws 
in the Cherokee country 

Mr. Justice McLean delivered a .sepa¬ 
rate opinion, concurring, in all things, in 
the opinion of the Court. Mr. Justice 
Baldwin dissented. 

By this decision, says the Baltimore 
Chron'.Je, the Missionary becomA enti¬ 
tled to their liberty, and the Indians to 
protection of person and property. The 
important question is presented, will 
Georgia n-sist the decision, and persist in 
enlorcing laws which have been solemn¬ 
ly pronodheed by the highest judicial 
tribunal of the country, unconstitutional 
and void?

We are too much in the habit ot looking abroad 
not merely for manufactured irticleH, but lor 
the lanction of bigb names, to support favorite 
theories. I have aeen, and closely observed 
the British Parliament, and without derogating 
from its justly elevat^ character, I have no 
hesitation in saying, that in all the lUributes of 
order, dignity, patriotism, and eloquence. Hie 
Amerioan (;ongress would not sutler, in the 
smallest degree by a comparison with it. 

I dislike this resort to authority, and etpe- 
daily foreign and interested authority, lor the 
support ol principles ut public policy. I would 
greatly prelcr to meet gentlemen upon the 
broad ground ol tact, of experience, and of 
reason, but since they will appeal to Hritisli 
naniet and authurity, 1 leal mysell compelled to 
imitate their bad example. Alloai me to tpiute 
from a speech from a member of the British 
Parliament, bearing the same lamily name ot my 
Lord Goderich, but whether iir not a relation ol 
his, I do not know. The menibcr alluded lo 
was arguing against the violation ot the Iteaty 
o' Metliuaii—tliat Ireatyi nnt less fatsi to the 
interests of Portugal than would be the systvm 
of gentlemen to the best interests of America 
— and he went on to say: 

•■It was idle for us to endeavor to persiisd*- 
other nations to join with us in adopting prin¬ 
ciples of what waa called ‘tree trade.' Other 
nations knew, as well as ll|e nnhie Ixird oppos. 
iie, and those who setrd with him, what we 
meant by •free trsde' was nothihg mure nor less 
than, by meant of the ereat advantages we en¬ 
joyed, to get a monopoly of all their markets 
for our maiiolactures, and to prevent them, one 
and all. from ever becoming manufacturing tia 
tioni. When the system of reciprocity snd free 
trade had been proposed to a French Ambas- 
aador, his remark was, that the plan was excel¬ 
lent in theory, but to make it lair in practice it 
wutild l>c necesaary to defer the attempt tu put 
it in execution for half a century, until France 
ah'iuld be on the same footing with Great Uri- 
tain, ill marine,ill msnulacturcs, in capital,and 
the maiiv other peculiar advantages which it 
iiow enjoyed. The policy that Fimicc nci d 
on waa that ol encoiirnging its native inamifi-c- 
tores, and it was a wihe policy; because it it 
were freely tu admit uur manutactures, it wuuM 
be speedily reduced to Che rank of an agricul¬ 
tural nation; and tlierernre a pour nation, as all 
mint be that ilcpend exclusively upon agricul¬ 
ture. America acted too upon tin same prin¬ 
ciple With Fiance. America legislated lur <u- 
turity—legislated for an increasing population. 
America too, waa prospering under tl.is lyatcni. 

In twenty yean, America would be independ¬ 
ent ol F.ngisiid tor niiiinlactuies ultugether.— 
a • • • Hut since the peHce, France, 

Germany, America, and all oilier cuiiniiies ot 
the .'orld, had proceeded upon the principle 
Ilf encouraging and protecting native manu¬ 
factures.’’ 

Hut I have said the system nominsMy called 
•free trade,' ao earnestly and eloc|uenily re- 
commendeii to our adoption, is a mere revivsl 
of the Urilish colonial system, lorced upon us 
by Great Ui ilain during tl.e existence nf our 
colonial vassalnge. The whole system is fully 
explained and illustrated in a work publiihcd 
as lir back as the year 1750, entitled ‘7’lie trade 
and navigation ol Great Hritain, considered by 
Jusliut Gee,'' with extract. Irom which 1 h-sve 
been fiirinsliect by the diligent res' arches of a 
Irie-ni . It will be seen from tliese, that the 
South Carolina policy now, is identical with tne 
long cherished policy of Great Britain, which 
remaiiiB the same aa it wii when Ite thirteen 
colonics were part of the British empire. In 
that work tlie author contends— 

“1. That munufkclures; in the American 
colonics, should be discouraged or prohibited. 

“Great Orilain, with its dependencies, is 
doubtless ns well able to iiibiiisi within itselt 
as any nation in F,urope. WehaVean enter 
prising People, fit lor all the arts of peace and 
war. M'e have previsions in ibundante, and 
those of the best sort, and are able to rtisi 
auiiicient for ntnible the number of inhahitsn'- 
We have the very best materials for clothing and 
want iiothiag either for ubc or even fur lux' ry, 
but whit we have at home op might have Irom 
uur coluiiiei. Bo that we might make itich an in. 
tercourse ol tesde among uuricivts, or betwern 
UK andjlliiiii, as would maintaina vast navigation 
Hut wc ought ilwsya to keep a wstchliil e\i 
over uur colonies, lo realain iliem from setlin; 
iip any of lha manufactures which are carrit. 
un in Britain, and any such aiti-ir'iits should hi 
ciuslied in the beginning: for, 11 'liry are sul 
lerid to grow up to nitturlty, it wIl be dilli 
cult to aiippreti them.’’—Pages 177 8.-9.

Mr. Adams sakl that the House would 
dispose of the memorial in such manner 
as it should think,—for himself he could 
hardly say which course would bn the 
most proper—personally he should pre¬ 
fer that it should go to the Committee on 
Indian Affairs, or to a Committee on the 
stale ot tlif Union, rather than to a select 
committee.
